10. To see if the Town will vote to accept a legacy of 
$200.00 from Malvina Brown, the interest to be expended 
for the care of the Brown burial lot in the village

GENERAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL. BOARD. 


It is with feelings of thankfulness and satisfaction that 
your committee looks back over the past year. Our 
townspeople are quietly accepting the new order of 
things, not as a freak of the school board, but as inevita- 
ble, and in many instances have acknowledged it to be the 
better way, under existing circumstances. 

Our schools have given very general satisfaction, for we 
have been fortunate in securing competent teachers, who_ 
have been faithful and industrious. 

We have this year arranged a course of study especially 
adapted to the graded schools, and also helpful to the out- 
side schools. The course is arranged for eight years’ 
schooling, or for eight grades, four in the primary, four in 
the grammar, rooms. Promotion cards are given at the 
end of the school year to those pupils who are qualified to 
receive them, and if a new teacher goes into a schoolroom 
she knows-:on the first day of school, with the aid of these 
cards and the course of study, just where each scholar is 
to begin work. This thought of promotion encourages 
the children to work with greater zeal, and we are grati- 
fied with the results. 

We find, in comparing the school statistics of 1905 with 
1904, as shown in the registers, that in the former year 
there were 250 pupils registered, per cent. of attendance, 
84. Number of pupils not absent or tardy during the 


year, 5; number of cases of tardiness, 802. In 1904 — 


there were 277 pupils registered, per cent. of attendance, 
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89.953-+-. Number of pupils neither absent or tardy, 17; 
number of cases of tardiness, 487. 

These facts are encouraging, certainly, and we can but 
conclude that a regular conveyance furnished for pupils to 
and from school increases punctual attendance. 

Right here we will say that tardiness is one of the great- 
est unnecessary evils with which we have to deal. We 
find more instances of this in the village among school 
children who only live at a short distance from the school- 
house. Itis not the primary children who are the worst 
offenders, but the larger boy and girl who is late most fre- 
quently. In the coming year let us, as parents, teachers, 
scholars and school board endeavor to correct this fault in 
a measure, for it annoys the teacher, retards the progress 
of the pupils and fixes the bad habit of being behind time. 

Our building and repair committee reports : 

That the schoolhouse at the lower village, the ones on 
Putney Hill, Jewett Road and at Tyler, have been painted, 
the schoolhouse on Main Road has been shingled, and the 
schoolhouse at West Hopkinton has been re-floored and 
newly furnished. These, with several minor repairs, are 
the extent in this line. . 

Our high school, now numbering 38 attendants, seems 
to be in a prosperous condition under the instruction of 
Professor Sawyer and his able assistant, Miss Margaret P. 
Wood, a graduate of Brown University, and a teacher 
respected and loved by all her pupils. 

Miss Mildred Diman, our first graduate, a young lady 
of whose attainments any school might well be proud, is 
taking a post-graduate course here, preparatory to enter- 
ing, probably, Brown University. 

Miss Florence Davis, a graduate from Warner last year, 
is continuing the study of French under Miss Wood’s tui- 
tion. Mr. L. H. Kelly is also studying with the German 
class. 

New singing-books have been purchased, and the high 
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school students have made a good beginning with Miss 
Wood as an instructress. 

Mr. Sawyer is a Christian gentlemen whose aim it is to 
elevate his pupils, intellectually and morally, and while he 
is our principal we may feel that our young people are in 
good hands. 

Thanking the people of Hopkinton for their kindness 
and courtesy, we close our report.
